There are quite a n umber 
of men who retain Seymour as their 
home, an d it is therefore n ecessary 
for these to come here to vote. 
Un d er the presen t registration lav. 
voters who live outsid e of the city 
are required to make two trips to 
their votin g precin cts before they can 
legally cast a ballot. 
The law re­ 
quires that they shall in person regis­ 
ter an d it is often times n ecessary for 
the voters to travel hun d red s of miles 
in o ld er to comply this part of the 
statute. 
After they 
register it i- 
then n ecessary of course, for them I > 
make a seco nd trip to vote. 
Quite a. 
n umber of the men who have voted 
here for years, foun d it impossible to 
return to register an d will therefore 
lose their right of suffrage at this 
election . 


M. Quill, former treasurer of Marion 
coun ty, had the right to retain on e- 
half the n aturalization fees. 
It was 
d ecid ed that the d efen d an t had the 
right to keep such fees as he was a c t ­ 
in g- un d er a fed eral act.

effect of the act passed by con gress, 
an d while such act was in full force 
an d effect.
